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The  season  of  1932  is  here  and  we  will 
again  put  out  a  price  list.  The  growing  season 
of  1931  was  very  favorable  here,  so  our  dowers 
bloomed  fine.  We  gave  up  going  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Show  as  nearly  all  of  our  best  ones  were 
past  their  prime  at  that  time. 

Lickety-Split  was  the  first  to  bloom  in  our 
trial  plot  this  season. 

We  are  introducing  four  new  ones  this  year. 
Dorothy  Dell  and  Jean  Phyllis  are  medium 
early,  blooming  about  the  time  of  Prince  of 
Wales.  The  stock  of  these  two  is  quite  limited 
as  they  have  only  bloomed  in  our  trial  plot  two 
years.  Marion  Louise  and  Ruth  Charlotte  are 
early  mid-season,  and  our  stock  of  these  is 
larger;  so  we  are  making  the  price  lower. 
These  are  all  good  propagators.  T  have  not 
known  any  of  them  to  grow  a  crooked  spike; 
and  the  substance  is  extra  good  in  all  of  them; 
in  fact  they  are  the  best  lot  we  have  ever  in¬ 
troduced. 

If  they  do  not  prove  satisfactory  after  giving 
them  a  trial,  they  may  be  returned  next  fall; 
and  we  will  give  something  else  in  their  place. 

It  was  necessary  to  change  the  name  of 
Harriet  Mae,  a  glad  we  introduced  last  year. 
We  find  there  is  another  glad  by  that  name,  so 
we  will  call  it  Miss  Harriet.
